The town of Falls of Rough was vir- 
tually owned by Col. Green and in his 
death it has lost a benefactor. He 
ducted a large general merchandise 
store, and was the owner of a flourish- 
ing flouring mill and two saw mills. 
He was interested in othet enterprises 
of the town. 

Col. Green's land interests were 
tensive, and he was one of the largest 
land owners in the State. He owned 
several farms, aggregating about 6,000 
acres, the greater portion of which is 
in a high state of cultivation. The 
timber lands alone have netted him a 
fortune. He was a lover of fine stock, 
as one could see on a visit to his farms. 

Col. Green s home has been the scene 
of many brilliant social affairs. He en- 
tertained lavishly and had been host to 
many prominent people. A lover of 
company, guests at his home were fre- 
quent. The poor and the ri^h fared 
sumptuously with him and he was 
loved and respected by all classes. 

Col. Green was seventy odd years of 
age and was a widower. He is sur- 
vived bv three sons and a daughter - 
Willis, Preston, Robert and Miss Jen-

Infirmities of Old Ajre Remove 
Most Valua ble Citizen. 



Mr. J. Tipton Connor, formerly a 
resident of this vicinity and one of the 
best known and most respected citizens, 
died at the home of his daughter, Mrs.

Mr. Connor was in his eighty-second 
year and death was due to infirmities 
incident to old age.

Mr. Connor was born in Perry county 
and came to Cloverport from Rome, 
Ind., with his wife, many years ago.

(hat they are necessities of modern 
life, by others because they partake of 
the nature of monopoly. It does not 
appear that either Is a sufficient rea- 
son. These are facilities and couven 
leuces, not necessities. The latter con 
gist of simple dwellings, food, ralmeut 
and means of warmth In winter. If 
our necessities are to be municipalized, 
we should begin with the butcher, gro- 
cer, baker nnd coal dealer, whose per- 
centage of profits far exceeds that of 
any of the corporations In the ao called 
public service. 

Monopoly regulated monopoly — Is 
not necessarily opposed to the public 
interest It Is ndvautageoua to all to 
have one telephone system, that from 
one point all may be conveniently 
reached; to have one street car sys 
tern with universal transfers, making 
unnecessary any relation between one's 
home and pla.* of work; to have a 
single gas or electric light works, pre 
venting the waste of small plants and 
organizations and securing by the lar- 
ger development Increased reliability 
and improved quality in the service. 

A franchise 'merely permits a public 
service corporation to share with oth- 
ers the use of the streets for the de- 
livery to its customers of the commod 
Ity It supplies-a right that la enjoy 
ed by every other Industry. The dlf 
ference is merely one of method. Were 
electricity delivered In storage bat- 
teries and gas In tanks— conceivable 
ways— no franchise would be required. 
Instead of using horses and wagons, 
which blockade the streets and make 
street (leaning a problem, deliveries 
made beneath the surface without 
dirt, noise or other objectionable fea- 
tures. 

It Is through the exercise of this 
right that we hear of the confiscation 
of public property. Y et the public has 
not parted with Its title to the streets 
nor Its right to occupy them for any 
purpose or In any manner It may de- 
It hns simply permitted a serv- 
ice company to become a tenant, for 
which. In the form of franchise and 
other taxes, the company pays a high 
rent. Substantially the city is the 
landlord, possessing the power of arbi- 
trarily detei'mlnlng, In the form of 
these taxes, what rent It shall receive. 
And this rent lessens proportionately 
the Individual taxatlon.-Moody's Mag

Persons. 

Terre Haute. Ind. Jan. 21 — From 
the ruins of Big Four passenger train 
No. 3. which was destroyed Saturday 
night by the explosion of a carload of 
powder as It passed a freight train 
at Sandford. there have been removed 
22 charred and mutilated bodies. At 
least 35 persons were injured, several 
fatally and a number severely. 

The explosion waa felt for thirty 
miles, many believing It an earth- 
quake. The three coaches of the paa- 
senger train were filled. The entire 
train, Including the engine, was blown 
from the track, the coaches demol 
Ished. the engine hurled 50 feet, and 
the passengers either blown to pieces, 
consumed by fire, or rescued In a more 
or less Injured condition. At least 36 
Injured, some fatally, are at the hos- 
pitals in Terre Haute and Paris. 111. 
Several are also being care3 for at 
Sandford. 

The train was literally hurled to 
pieces by the terrible force of the ex- 
plosion. Huge masses of iron were 
found hundreds of feet from the track. 
The tank of the passenger locomotive 
was hurled nearly 100 feet, landing In 
a gravel road. Two passenger coaches 
and one baggage coach were con- 
sumed by Ore which broke out In the 
wreckage. The freight train which 
was hauling the car of powder was 
badly demolished. Eight freight car» 
were wrecked and burned. The oth- 
ers were pulled out of danger. Not a 
home In Sandford escaped. Windows 
were shattered, dishes and furniture 
broken, and In some instances doors 
were torn from their hinges The 
train was an accommodation passen- 
ger train running from Indianapolis to 
Mattoon, 111., and was destroyed at 
8:60 p. m. Citizens of Sandford 
worked heroically to release the im- 
prisoned passengers and did all In 
their power to succor tne Injured.

Three Trainmen Killed When Freight 
Runa Over Embankment — Vicious 
Assault on Bank Cashier— Powers 
Trial to Go Over — Other News. 

Parkersburg. W. Va., Jan. 26. — 
Three men were killed and one so seri- 
ously Injured that he will die as the 
result of a freight train running Qver 
an embankment at Longdale, about 60 
miles south of this city on the Ohio 
river division of the Baltimore 4 Ohio 
railroad. The dead; Harry Taylor, 
engineer Parkershurg. W. Va.; L. R. 
Rowland, fireman. Gravelbank, O.; 
George Whitney, conductor. Marietta, 
O. Allen Mace of Parkersburg was 
terribly cut and perhaps fatally hurt. 
The accident was caused by spreading 
rails as the result of a landslide and 
the entire train of 1( cars toppled over 
the river bank. The dead were horri- 
bly mangled and believed to have died 
Instantly. 

Cashier Assaulted. 

Dycusbnrg. Ky., Jan. 25.— John D. 
Gregory, cashier of the People's bank, 
was assaulted by Edward Gregory, a 
retired marshal of the town. It Is | 
said that Edward Gregory attempted 
to rob the hank after he had assault- 
ed the cashier. He walked Into the 
hank as the cashier was arranging the 
time lock and struck him a blow over 
the head with a hatchet. The cashier 
fell to the floor and cried for help, and 
the assailant fled to his heme. His 
house was surrounded by a posse of 
citizens, who overpowered Gregory.

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OHIO RIVER RECEDING. 

Damage Will Run Far Into the Hun- 
dreds of Thousands. 

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 25— The river 
continues falling here at the rate of 
of one-tenth foot per hour. The stage 
Is 59.5 feet. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 23 — Mayor Demp- 
■ey of this city Issued orders to the 
police to confiscate food and fuel 
where needed for relief and where 
dealers attempt to extort unreason- 
able prices for such necessities. This 
action was taken because of numerous 
reports of extortion In charges for 
transportation and for relief supplies. 
Those attempting extortion will be ar- 
ated. 

A day after the river passed the 
crest of the flood at this point, the 
river had gone down one foot, and the 
slow recession of the waters contin- 
ued steadily. Relief organizations re- 
doubled their efforts to care for those 
ho were suffering for lack of shelter 
r food. Many instances of peculiar 
hardship were reported and new cases 
or needy families were hourly added to 
those to be provided for. The rail- 
roads began preparations for the re- 
sumption of regular traffic, even 
though assured that It would be sev- 
i before the tracks would be 
fully clear and safe. The river reached 
•foot stage here. The damage 
will run far Into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Levee Gave Way. 
Terre Haute, Ind , Jan. 22 — With a 
roar which could be heard for miles 
the Wabash river levee opposite the 
southern part of the city gave way. 
The water tore away 400 feet of the 
embankment and a torrent poured 
Into Taylorvllle, a suburb on the west 
side of the river. Thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of property will be dam 
aged and between 300 and 4u0 resi- 
dents of Taylorvllle were forced to

EXPLOSION 
Kills a Score of Men at Work In a 
Colorado Colliery. 

Trinidad. Colo.. Jan. 24. — Twenty 
miners, according to the most authori- 
tative information available, lost their 
lives as a result of an explosion that 
occurred in the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company's mine near Primero. 20 
miles west of this city. It Is said 
that 20 coffins have been ordered by 
the company. Two of the dead are 
Frank Hobat. miner, and R. J. Lumley, 
fire boss The names of the other 
men killed have not been learned, as 
the shift boss who checked up the 
men who went into the mine Is mls« 
Ing. All the men except Lumley were 
foreigners, most of them being Ital- 
ians. The explosion stopped the air 
fan. and there Is little chance that any 
or the men in the mine at the time of 
the explosion are still alive. 

Charges Against Bailey.

Involving the 
possible violation of a federal statute, 
the committee has decided to limit the 
range of the inquiry until more def- 
inite Information can be secured.

PRESIDENT WILL 
PRESS A BUTTON 



To Start Greater Loviisville Ex- 
position—Other News of the 
NaLtioiVs Capitol. 



Washington, an. 27.— It remained for 
a proud Kentuckian to establish a pre- 
cedent in the history of House commit- 
tees this week. This was accomplished 
by Representative Sherley. who declined 
an assignment to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee by the Speaker. This committee 
is one of the most important in the 
House and in personnel probably is the 
most influential. To be appointed to it 
considered not only a distinguished 
honor, but a recognition of the candi- 
date's legal attainments. Mr. Sherley 
declined the honor emphatically, and the 
reason for so doing wasgiven by Minor- 
ity Leader Williams, who declared it 
was done because Mr. Sherley did not 
for a position for which the De- 
mocracy did not recommend him and 
that he was not anxious to pose as a 
seekerafter political charity byaccepting 
umbs falling from the Speaker s table. 
President Roosevelt will press the 
button at the White House that will set 
otion the machinery of the Greater 
Louisville Exposition to be held from 
March 1 8 to 30 . This promise was ob- 
ned at the White House this week 
when Senator McCreary introduced 
Fred Levy, vice president of the Expo- 
n. Mr. Levy remarked that the 
agement would pay all the expenses 
of the coming exposition, which led Mr. 
Roosevelt to reply humorously that this 
certainly was an innovation in exposi- 
'ons. 

Sleeping uneasily in the Committee 
on Rivers and Harbois. is the resolution 
offered last week by Representative 
Morrell, of Pennsylvania, that the Con- 
gress of the United States make a satis- 
factory annual appropriation for the de- 
elopment of waterways, placing the 
appropriation on the same scale as the 
bills passed each session tor the army 
and navy. The resolution is sleeping 
uneasily from the fact that congressmen 
from every section of the country are en- 
deavoring to prod it out for a vote. 
While no Congress can pledge a succeed- 
ing one. nevertheless the adoption of 
such a resolution will go a long way 
toward shaping future legislation. The 
resolution is one thtt long has been 
championed by the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress, that for the last five 
years has worked to bring to the atten- 
tion of the country the necessity for de- 
veloping a new system of transportation 
The present failure of the railroads to 
keep pace with the wonderful commer 
cial development of the country has fur- 
nished an added reason why this resolu- 
tion should go through at this time 
The question has the hearty endorse- 
ment of President Roosevelt and all the 
leaders of the national administration, 
and with snch powerful backing, it is 
generally believed that in the future, 
whether the resolution is adopted or not, 
the Administration will see to it that 
this work of great internal improvement 
is pushed forward steadily.

In his address to the Na- 
tional Board of Trade President Frank 
D. La Lanne. of Philadelpnia. made a 
powerful plea for the establishment of a 
better feeling and better understanding 
between corporate interests and labor. 
He declared that this was essentia! for 
the betterment of both. A number of 
other speakers pointed out that the pres- 
ent unrest was certain to precipitate 
business stagnation if not business dis- 
' were something not done to bring 
the American people to their senses. 
All of the speakers deplored the tenden- 
cy of the general public to attack all 
jrporate interests, irrespective of 
nether they were honestly conducted 
• not. Both conventions are working 
> the same end. and their hope is that 
the United Stales will yet lead the 
world in foreign markets. 

Those who declare that the Pa ama 
hat is as much a thing of the past as 
the old-fashioned 'toddy.'' a>-e con 
juted by the letter of Consul Demers. of 
Barranquilla. Colombia, just made pub- 
by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. Consul Demeres declares that 
ess than $400,000 worth of these 
hats were exported from Colombia last 
year, the industry ranking in importance 
with coffee, gold, hides, cattle, tobacco 
and rubber. These hats are not made 
factories, but are turned out by the 
peasant women in their homes, the 
women trading them at the stores for 
household necessaries. If it is any sat- 
isfaction to the man who pays |12.50 
for a hat that costs $3 in the Central 
American republic he may like to know- 
that the hats are made from the fibre of 
the palm known locally as "jipa-japa," 
the name of which is pronounced by the 
benighted heathen of those parts as 
"hippy-happy." Barranquilla sent her 
first Panama hat to the United States in 
1899. since which time the trade has 
grown enormously and is likely to con- 
tinue to increase, according lo Consul 

Demers.
